again by a statement that he does not 
wish to be a candidate for the Presi- 
dency and. by /suggesting reforms of 
Article 83 of the Consfitution in the 
sense that a President never shall be 
permitted ‘to’ be re-elected. He sug- 
gests that Article 82 state that a. can- 
didate’ must never have occupied the 
Presidency and that Article 83 be 
made to read that the President-elect 
will. assumie office on December 1 and 
that when his term has expired never 
ean he return to occupy the same 
post. « 

This move is_one of the most curious 
in the political history of 
Mexico. On his arrival in Mexico City 
Genéral Obregon. asserted that noth- 
ing in the Constitution could prevent 
his being President: again; that he 
would be a soldier whenever he was 
needed and that the Conservative 
party. was attacking hin through paid 
agents. 

These declarations caused the first 
surprise. His followers immediately 
started - works 6n..a campaign. for 
Obregon ‘to sutceed General Calles as 
President. The® Governors of the 
States of Tah; and’ Michoacau im- 
mediately announced that they would 
back him. “Members of Congress 


rushed into “print to deciare « that 
Obregon was their next candidate. 
Everything looked lovely for the re- 
turn:-of the ex-President, although the 
followers of President Calles showed 
anger.

Town Hall, The work was given un- 
der conditions conducive to its full ef- 
fect. An edifice’ devoted to worship 
would doubtless have been more ap- 
propriate to the occasion thar Town 
Hall, but this place is small enough 
and the atmosphere is sufficiently in- 


timate’ for a true rapport to be es- 
tablished —— “be muscians. ahd 
the audience is especially de- 
sirable with interpretations of Mozart, 
since his ‘thought is often so much 
greater than. his apparatus of per- 
formance that’ ears accustomed — to 
modern stress and. modern tonal inten- 
sities may fail to adjust themselves 
to the modest, soale of sonorities and 
the emotional — of his sim- 
ple harmonic scheme, 

It is‘a pity. that this is the case, but 

true. Modern sensibility to musi- 
cal tone is undoubtedly blunted in 
comparison: with what it was in cul- 
tured circles of the eighteenth century, 
anc music, as Romain. Rolland re- 
marked, is the art which consumes 
itself quickest by its own heat. Near- 
ness to the sound tends to make the 
listenér more conscious of its mean- 
ings and responsive to them. When 
the “Mozart Requiem” ‘is sung in a 
relatively small place and . before’ an 
audience of the intelligent character 
of the.one assembled yesterday, it can 
have a fuller significance than when 
given with numerous forces in some 
immense auditorium. 

The singular story of the inception 
of the Requiem is well known—how an 
unknown ‘stranger commissioned Mo- 
zart to write a requiem, which he 
agreed to compose in: exchange for a 
stated honorarium ‘and which, in com- 
posing, he came to believe would ‘be 
his Own, Ang so it proved to be. The 
composer, haunted by his strange vis- 
itation, died. with three numbers of 
the mass unfinished. His visitor was 
later revealed to be the steward of the 
Count. von. Walsegg, who had anony- 
mously ordered the mass in memory 
of his wife. Sussmayer, Mozart’s pupil, 
completing the three last numbers, 
claimed their authorship. . Authorities 
have differed ds to whether Mozart had 
actually any share in their composi- 
tion. He probably had not. The first 
performance of the Requiem credited 
Walsegg as its’ composer, 

It is more than enough that the body 
of ‘the mass is indisputably Mozart 
and that he wrote with inspiration and 
profound feeling. The Italian influ- 
ence, strong in all. of his music, is 
present not only in-the beautiful curve 
of the melodic lines, the transparency 
and symmetry of the writing, but. in 
the’ highly .emotional and even dra- 
matic style of some passages, such as 
the “Dies fIrae’’—admirably- delivered 
by the chorus—the ‘‘Rex Tremendae,”’ 
the wonderful passages of supplication 
in the Confutatis—‘‘Ora Supplex”—and 
the “Liacrymosa,’”’ which the composer, 
in a voice that broke, sang a few 
hours. before he died. There are few 
places where Mozart is only beautiful, 
and many in which he touches heights 
and depths that only a-spirit. so pure 
could attain. 

The performance had a high tech- 
nical standard, and its mood was lofty. 
The chorus, upon whom the great bur- 
den of the composition falls, was ex · 
cellent in its rhythms, attacks and nu- 


‘| anées. Mr. Bodanzky’s crisp beat gave 


force and fire to the passages of the 
more dramatic character, and he. was 
conscious .and expressive of Mozart's 
melodic ‘line, and subtle in his shad- 
ings, when these effects. were required. 

the soloists, Mr. Bohnen. delivered 
his lines with fine sonority and clear- 
ness of entinciation: Miss Rethberg 
was less: significant in the latter, re- 
spect, although the quality of the tone 
spoke for itself. Mr. Bloch was in- 

ned to the sentimental. Miss Alcock 
interpreted modestly and with musi- 
cianly understanding. In the concerted 
numbers there was usually good bal- 
ance and euphony. The: performance, 
in a word, was — — and con- 
vincing in, its exposition of * com- 
poser’s purposes. 

An audiénce that filled the hall list- 
ened, as requested; without applause. 
This was a worthy conclusion of the 
thirteenth season of the Society of the 
Friends of Music, and in this connec- 
tion it is appropriate to quote the fol- 
lowing from a note in the program, 
which treats of the conditions which 
are now known to. confrént this so- 
ciety, with fits record of zealous and 
honorable service to the musical. art:

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CANADA AND PROHIBITION. 

. Highly interesting and pertinent tes- 
timony was given to the Senate com- 
mittee on Saturday by two Canadians. 
Intelligently and without apparent 
bias, they recounted Canada’s expe- 

rience with prohibition. At one time 
the Dominion was almost entirely dry. 
Today, with the exception of Ontario, 
it is wet, but only inthe sense that 
liquor ¢an be bought through Govern- 
ment agencies, the saloons remaining 
abolished and the traffic being kept 
under severe regulation. Whether this 
is an. ideal system or not, it is an 
undeniable improvement on an osten- 
sible prohibition not enforced and de- 
moralizing and corrupting. Probably 
not even the most enthusiastic Cana- 

dians: would assert that they have 
solved the whole liquor problem, or 
brought in.the millennium. But appar- 
ently the great majority of their fel- 
low-citizens believe that the Dominion 
is moving in the right direction. 

One great advantage which Canada 
has over us in all. thig business is 
that she did not embody. prohibition 
in the fundamental law of the. land. 
. With her it was a matter of legislation 
by the different Provinces, . Canadian 
prohibition was statutory, not consti- 
tutional. The result has been, as we 
see, that the way was open for an’ 
actual testing out of thé various plans. 
If the people found that, in the tem- 
" porary rush of sentiment in favor of 
prohibition, a mistake had been made, 
they were free to retrace their steps: 
Each Canadian Province was like a 
laboratory in which the experiment 
could be tried. 

Canada, in short, was in the position 
which the United States was supposed 
to hold, where local government could 
deal in varying ways with public ques- 
tions. But the adoption of the High- 
teenth Amendment wiped out’ for us 
/ that method of proceeding by trial and 

error. - We chained ourselves up, so 

that we were deprived of the freedom 
to inquire, to observe, to change the: 
law when*a change was obviously 
desirable, - which the Canadians - en- 
joyed. All the liberty of this sort that 
remains to us now under the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment is to alter the defi- 
nition of .intoxicating liquor laid down 
by ‘the Volstead act: There is doubt 
less a margin for activity there, in 
accordance with the decision of. the 

Supreme Court that Congress has a@ 

certain amount of discretion in the 

affair, but that seems a very narrow 
privilege compared with the broad -one 
which the Canadians have had. They 
wisely left themselves éree ta walk in 
“the path of .expediency. “Americans 
improvidently put fetters on their legs.

Ways and means and time are left to 
the discretion of Congress, 

. This may be sound constitutional 
law, but it admittedly goes against an. 
invariable custom followed by Con- 
gress for 180_years. That is to say, 
after each census, Cohgress hds made 
a@ new apportionment of Representa- 
tives in accordance therewith. But 
since the census of 1920 this has‘not 
been done. The result is to leave at 
present gross inequalities of repre- 
sentation. Through changes of popu- 
lation in the State of Michigan, for 
example, some districts have miore 
voters than there are men, women and 
children in others. There can be no 
doubt that if an apportionment were 
to be made on the basis of the popu- 
lation figures of 1920, some States 
would - lose Representatives while 
others would gain them. 

There is where the trouble Comes in. 
If the membership of the House were to 
be kept as at present, reapportionment 
would mean that some Representa- 
tives would lose their seats; while the 
States ‘that would gain members might 
affect, in a party sense, the number 


et votes in the Electoral College, and 


so possibly determine the choice of a 
President. It is much to be feared 
that these personal and partisan in- 
terests, and not constitutional scru- 
ples, are keeping the House from do- 
ing what it ought to do in correcting 
the existing inequities of representa- 
tion. ‘Some of these are growing more 
flagrant every year. Let the decision 
on the constitutional question be what 
it may; the fact remains that, as was 
affirmed by Representative C6oPmR 
of Wisconsin, ‘‘each member on this 
“floor ought, under a just law, to 
** represent as nearly as possible the 
‘‘*game number of people.’’ That no- 
toriously is not now done: Congress 
ought to see to it that it is.

RESERVE BANKS AND SPECU- 
. DATION. 

Interest in the annual report of the 
Federal Reserve Board will direct it- 
self mainly to the discussion -of last 
year’s developments ‘n the fidld of 
credit. That the expansion in’ loans 
of the jrivate banks on Stock Ex- 
change collateral had been wholly out 
of proportion to that in their com- 
mercial loans was long ago indicated 
in the. weekly reports of member 
banks to the Reserve Board, showing 
increase during 1925 of $1,002,000,000° 
in “loans-.on stocks and bonds’’ 
against increase of less than $100,- 
000,000 in “other loans.and dis- 
counts,’’ It was never doubted’ that 
the disproportionately great expansion 
in advances on stocks and bonds had 
close relation: to the abnormally vio- 
lent Wall Street s eculation.. 

The Reserve Board’s report dis- 
cusses both that one-sided expansion 
of credit in 1925 and the measures 
taken by the Reserv. banks in the 
Autumn to control it. .Their redis- 
counts increased $435,000,000 during 
the year, in spite of the fact that use 
of credit for commercial purposes was 
but moderate. From this the t ard 
frankly draws the inference that the 
enlarged rediscounts reflected “in- 
“crease in the demand for loans on 
“secufities,"” It did not reflect the 
rediscounting oi those loans; the Re- 
serve banks do not lend on paper thus 
secured. But it is always feasible for 
@ member bank to borrow at its Re- 
serve bank through pledge of eligible 
commercial paper, and to apply the 
proceeds. to new loans of its own on 
Stock Exchange collateral. The re- 
port states that it is seldom possible 
to determine exactly what use nrtm- 
ber banks make of credit thus ob- 
tained; bt it declares positively that 
rediscounting.“ for the purpose of en- 
“larging their.ownh operations is not 
*‘ considered a proper use of Réserve 
“bank credit’’’ andscites instances in 
which, baving evidence’ of relending 
of such funds on Stock. Exchange col- 
lateral, officers of the Reserve banks 
have objected to it: Nevertheless, the 
report admits, that last -Autumn the 
growth of member bank rediscounts 
was, for the purpose of building _up 
their own reserves, made. necessary by 
deposit liabilities created by increas- 
ing loans of private banks on stocks 
and bonds. 

The Reserve Board polit out that 
the New York’ member banks did. not 
pursue that policy; their loans. on 
Stock “collateral were no 
larger in December than in. midsum- 
mér.

That principle has always 
been’ recognized by the European. cen- 
tral banks, but it was angrily <e- 
nounced. in our markets of 1919, and 
there survives to ‘the present day a 
belief, even among some economic 
writers, that the advance of the Re- 
serve bank rates was largely respon- 
sible for the violence of —— 
But this overlooks entirely the‘ fact 
that, whatever opinion the Reserve 
Board might have had regarding the 
speculation of 1919, it ‘had to recog- 
nize that -the recourse of member 
banks to the Federal Reserve, in 
order to equip them for financing the 
huge speculation of the day, had 
brought the reserve ratio even at the

minimum. The board's report shows 
that protection of its, own position, 
through a higher charge for redis- 
counting, was an equally necessary 
motive in the money market of 1925.

AMARD OF PLANT LIFE, 

It would doubtless not be correct to 
speak of Lur#er Bursanx, who died 
yesterday; aS a great scientist. Yet 
within his chosen limits’ he was a 
great genius. His successful experi- 
mentation with plants and vegetables 
and fruits for many years was not 
marked, perhaps, by the qualities of a 
mind devoted to pure science. He was 
not deeply interested in the genetic 
relations of growing things, or the 
problems of descent with variation in 
the strictly biological or evolutionary 
sense. He did not watch his flowers 
with the reflective and broad-ranging 
spirit of DARWIN. or MENDEL, DE VRIES 
er Bateson. For him it was enough 
to carry on plant experiments on a 
kigantic scale, under the most. favor- 
ing eonditions, and to bring forth one 
triumph after another of applied 
science. 

Whatever may have been thought of 
Mr, BuRBANK by trained scientists, 
there is no doubt that he captured 
the imagination of the common people. 
They consideréd him almost a creator 
of new species; though what he ac- 
tually, did was to study..minute varia- 
tions, and by continued selection and 
reproduction in millions. of cases, 
finally to work out and fix a new 
form: of fruit or vegetable. Some of 
his achievements in this order seem 
really astounding and contributed 
greatly to Ahe food supply and the 
palatal enjoyment of people all over 
the world. His failures, which were, 
in the nature of the case, many, were 
not counted against him. Indeed, he 
himself cheerfully ) ut them -aside as 
not really entering into the record of 
his life work. That, by itself, was so 
bold and original, so many-sided and 
rich, as long to assure. him fame.

To remedy this condition, the bill 
mentioned provides that questionnaires 
be sent out by Commissioners of Jurors 
in the city’s five counties, asking every 
rian on the list: to state the time or 
times during the period for which the 
jury panel of which he is a member 
has been drawn when it will be most 
convenient for lim to serve, The re- 
plies are to be indexed and talesmen 
summoned for appearance as punities es 
may be at the time or times 
in them. 

That seems setisible enough, but it 
is so out of harmony with the com> 
mon indifference shown in court for 
the convenience of jurors and wit- 
nésses that hope for its: acceptance 
cannot be very strong. When lawyers 
ask for adjournment after: adjourn-

Teller Discovers Loss After Re- 
turning to Cage From An-

CUSTOMERS NEAR AT TIME 


Police ‘Scout Theory of Theft by an 
Outsider—Missing Money Part 
of $15,000 Pile. 


The loss of $11,820 from a paying 
teller’s tage in the East River Savings 
‘Bank, at 295 Broadway, on the after- 
noon of April 2, was revealed yester- 
day by officials of the bank, who have 
reported the matter to detectives of 
Inspector John D. Coughlin’s staff. 
According to Darwin R. James, Pres1- 
dent of the bank, the loss is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. Detective Lieuten- 
ant Mayer, and Sergeant Brown have 
been assigned to the case. 

The loss was first discovered by 
Frederick Bendolt, a paying teller, 
when he counted a pile -of currency 
that had been placed on a shelf in his 
cage. Two other tellers were in the 
cage with him, and a few minutes pre- 
viously one of them handed him a pile 
of currency amounting to $15,000. Ben- 
dolt gave the other teller a receipt slip 
for the money. and placed the pile of 
notes on a shelf, putting somie other 
bills: and silver, amounting to $200, 
on top of the larger amount. 

A moment later Bendolt was called 
to the telephone. After answering the 
call he returned to the cage, and, when. 
he couvnted his money, found that $11,- 
820 was missing ge the $15,000 _ 
The smaller, notes ver wer 
still on top of the — St fas. givi 
the impression that the money had re- 
mained untouched during Bendolt’s 
absence from the cage. ,

Says He and the Composers 
Are Kept From Broadcasting 
Reply to “Propaganda.” 


FIGHTS DILL-VESTAL BILL 


He Declares It-Is a Plan to Deprive 
Song Writers of Adequate 
Fees.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—A’ charge 
that radio broadcasters are conducting 
a one-sided propaganda on the air to 
tear down the protection granted by 
the Constitution to authors and in- 
ventors was made today by Represent- 
ative Sol Bloom of New York in a 


statement relative to efforts to have} 


the Dill-Vestal bill enacted for amend- 
ing copyright laws affecting musical 
compositions. Hearings have been cén- 
ducted on this. measure several days, 
before a joint committee on patents of 
the House and Senate, the broadcasters 
presenting ‘witnesses last week, and 
will be resumed this week. 

Mr. Bloom said that broadcasters had 
refused to permit any defense the com- 
posers might wish to offer on the air 
“in reply to the one-sided propaganda 
recen gent out urging support of 
the legislation under consideration.” 

“T have asked to be heard,” he said, 
“as has Gene Buck, President of the 
American Society of Composers, -Au- 
thors and Publishers. Both of us, 
however, have met with a firm refusal. 
That needs no further comment.”’

Mr. Bloom estimated that the stations 
licensed by ‘the Government are worth 
$600,000,000 and ‘‘could not be bought 
for that.”
